Se- 
condly.it tends to the honour of his Majeſtie, = 
and that by the addition of Territory, and en- 
creaſe of Dominion , for as muchas by the 
only plantation of Newfoundland,an Iland e- 
very way as bigge and ſpacious as Ireland,may 
without bloudſhed or uſurpation,be brought 
to boy under the waight of his royall Scep- 
ter.

Laſtly, there can 
no reaſon be given to the contrary , why the: 
forraine vent of the Newfoundland fiſh, being 
{o acceptable-in France, Spaine and Iraly, may 
= not yearely rerurne great quantities of mony. 
| Theparzcular The particwar profite, which may ariſe at 
| profit. rhefarſt, by this - cade; to each private Adven- 
turer , proceedeth chiefly from the excellent: 
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the Neewfoundland, 
fiſhing upon that coaſt, which is a thing ſo 


univerſally knowwne, as the fame thereof hath 
| long ſince beene ſpred through all the parts of 
Chriſtendome : witneſſes hereof may be the 
| French, Biskaners and Portingalls, who year- 
ly ſend thither,and to the parts adjoyning, for 
that only trade of fſhing , more then 400. 
ſayle of Ships : of the Engliſh there are yeare- 
ly at the leaſt 250.faile of Ships great & ſmall, 
which by computation cannot take lefle fiſh 
then will amount in money to 120000. 1. be- 
ing ſold in England after the rate of 4. li. the 
1000. (which 1s not one penny a fiſh).Befides, 
the Treyne Oyle,which ( being under-vaJued 
| at12. li. thetunne in England ) amounteth to 
the ſumme of 15 000. [1. omitting to reckon 
the over-prices, which are made by the ſcle 
thereof, in forraine parts. 
Neyther is the trade of fiſhing a thing in it 
ſelfe conternptible, ſeeing it is well knowne 
| tobe the chiefeſt trade, and principall gold- 
_ mine of the united Provinces of the Low- 
countries, and the only meanes whereby they 
have not onely ſupported themſelves againſt 
their powerfull adverſaries,but in the middeſt 
; Of their warres they have growne to ſuch ex- 
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eA Diſcourſe of | 
celsive wealth and power, as their ſtrong and 
bewrtifull rovwnes,their plenty of gold and f1l- 


ver,their multitude of ſhips & mariners, may 
ſufficiently witneſſe, to the admiration of the 


whole world.

Another commoditie may be had there, 
which may prove in time wonderfull bene- 
fciall to the Adventurers , and that is the ma- 


king of Salt : for whereas there is yearely car- 
ried thither, by the Eng'iſh alone, to the value 


of 7000. li. worth of Salt, not reckoning the 
fraight, which will ariſe to 7000. li. more : 
and whereas it ſtands thoſe that carrie it thi- 
ther now,at the leaſt xx.d. the buthell, icmay 
be made in Newfoundland (Pannes being ere- 
Eed for the ſame purpoſe ) under the value of 
11j.d. the buſhell. which may eaſily be perfor- 


med, in regard that onePanne will make a- 


bove 20. Buſhels of good Salt in every 24. 


houres,onely with one mans labour , the ſalt 
water & fire-wood excepted, which may be 
there had with little paines and no charge. 


The profice by "The profite which may come by the land 
plantation, is queſtionleſle- very great, if the 


skinnes and furres of the wilde Beaſts onely, 
which are there found in great quantity,were 
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the Newfoundland 


duely valued. As for example; Deere, Bevers, 
Marterns,blacke Foxes,Seales, Otters, Ounces 
or Leopards Buffles, Luſarnes and Sables : of 
which skinnes there have in one yeare beene 
brought into France ( from thoſe Welterne 
parts ) not ſo fevy as 25000. It appeares by 
an Act of Parliament made 2.Ed. 6. that the Ann.pom. 
Trade out of England to Newfoundland, was ”_ 
commonly frequented in thoſedayes ; which 
being neer $0.yeres {1nce,its to be marvailed, 
that by the negligence of our men, the coun- 
trey, in all this time; bath beene no better ſear- 
ched. Yer upon ſuch ſlender relations as the 
Fiſhermen make after their yearely voyages 
thicher ,. it may certainly be concluded, that 
there is nothing which our Eaſt and Nor- 
therly countries of Europe yeeld, but the like 
alſo may be had from thence as pientifully by 
time & induſtry,namely,Ropes, Pitch, Tarre, 
Soape-aſhes, Deale-boords, Malts for Shipps, 
Hydes,Furres,Flaxe, Hempe,Corne,and many 
more. 
The facilitie and Eaſineſle of this plantati- The xfneſſe 
on, may bee made apparant divers wayes : 9 ## plants. 
firſt, in regard of the neereneſle in ſituation ; 
/ B 3 it 
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it being not aboye twelve or fourectcene 
dayes ſayle from the Weſt of Ireland : in re- 
lation to which, it is the next countrey un- 
to it of any part of AMER1C A, and neere 
halfe the way berweene Ireland and Vir- 
gd. 

Secondly, in regard of the healthfulneſſe 
and temperature of the ayre , it lying be- 
rweene the degrees of 46. and 53. Norther- 
ly Latitude. A clyme approved , both by 
reaſon and experience, to bee farre more 
agreeable to our conſtitutions , then coun- 
tries lying neerer the Sunne , and conſequent- 
ly abounding with exceſsive heare. As for | 
the opinion,conceived by diverſe Marriners, 


_ of the extremitie of colde in that countrey, 


becauſe ſometimes they finde ir ſo when 
the Iſles of Ice paſle alongft the ſhoare: it may 
bee anſwered , That the Ice found there in 
the Spring of the yeare, is not originally 
of that clymate, but rather comes from the 
more Northerly partes of the world , dri- 
ven by the Northerly windes , neere that 
coaſt , where (hin a veric ſhort time) 
it 15 conſumed {Wthe warmth of the coun-

trey. For proofe whereof, the Letters vvrit- 
ten from thence the ſeventeenth of Auguſt 
laſt i622. from Captaine W y x e,Governour 
of Maſter Secretarie CALVERT 5s planta- 
tion, may bee alledged, whole verie wordes 
are theſe : Neyther was it ſo colde here the lat 
V/inter as m ENGLAND the yeare before. 1 
remember but three ſeverall dayes of hard wea- 
ther indeede , and they not extreame neyther : 
for I have knowne greater Frofts , and farre greas 
ter ONows 1M OUY OWNe cOuntrey. 

A third inducement for the eaſte plan- 
ting of this countrey, is. the commoditie of 
ſhipping , which yearely goe thither out of 
England, in a manner emptie, to the number 
of two hundred and fiftie ſayle ; whereby 
the proviſions for the plantation may not 
onely be carried: at an caſte rate, but the plan- 
ters , eyerie five moneths, much comforted 
' with the fight of a great number of their 
countreymen. 

Fourthly, omitting to ſpeake of the ſecu- 
ritic this plantation hath from the invaſion 
of the Savages, there being never anie ſcene 
inthofe parts, nor within two or three hun- 
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__eA Diſcourſe of - 
dred miles off the intended plantation. Like- 
wile letting paſſe the ſecuritie of this Trade 


| fromthe imbargementof forraine Princes,it 
| | 1s neceſſarie that ſomething be ſpoken of the 
| commodities which the countrey yeelds for 


the uſe and behoofe of man. 

"The Woods of the countrey are Firre 
| trees, able to maſt anie Shippe, Pines and 
\ Cypreſle trees,all yeelding Gumme and 'Tur- 
_ pentine : There are alſo Oakes, Ceders, Ha- 
i | thornes, Birch-trees , Alder, Willow , Fil- 

berds , Cherrie-trees, Peare-trees, Mulberry- 

-  trees,&c. Roſes as common as Brambles ;. 
Straw-berries, Gooſe-berries, and Raſpis as 
common as erafſe. There is much open 
oround, producing excellent graſſe, whereof ; 

the large breede of cattell, in the Northerne 
plantation there, hath given proofe ſufficient. 

The countrey is repleniſht with manie good- 

ly Springs, Rivers, and Lakes, and thoſe very 
delightfull and wholſome. There are great 

ſtore of Hawkes, Partridges., Pheaſants , 
Thrufhes , Black-birds, Canary birds, Nigh- 
tingales , &c. There are alſo infinite num- 

bers of Geele,Duckes, Pigeons , Gulls ; Pen-

ouins,Godwits, Cutlewes, Swanns,&c. The 
Rivers and Harbours are ſtored with Sal- 
monds , Peales , Ecles , Herring , Mackarell, 
Flounders, Cod, 'Trouts, Lobſters, Cre-fſh, 
Oyſters and Muskles : in the later of which, 
there have beene found above fortie Pearles 
in one Muckle, and generally all have fome. 
There is a certaine report of a Portugall that 
found one Pearle worth three hundred Duc- 
CALS. | 

Such Engliſh Seedes as are tranſplanted, 
there proſper aſwell, and better, then in Eng: 
land, as Beanes exceeding good, Peaſe as high 
as a man of extraordinarie ſtature, Raddiſh, 


Cabbedge, Turneps, Carretts, and all the reſt 


of the like goodneſſe. At the Briftow plan- 
tation there was as goodly corne the laſt 
Summer as can be in anie part of England. 
They are alſo well furniſhed with Swine, 
and a large breed of Goats , fairer by farre 
then thoſe that were ſent over at firſt. The 
Vines which were ſent thicher, doe proſper 


very well, whereby it is to be affared that a- 


nic thing that growes in England, will thrive 
and flouriſh there excecdingly. 


Laſtly, 
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eA Diſcourſe of 

Laſtly , the preſent and ſpeedie returne 
of commoditie the firſt yeare by the hſh- 
ing onely , is a matter of no {mall conſe- 
quence for the cafe ſupport and upholding 
of this plantation : which will the more 
plainly bee made manifeſt, if rhe manie ad- 
vantages and commodiries , which the Plan- 
ters have over them who onely come to 
fiſh, and rerurne againe, be righly and truely 
conl(1dered. 

For firſt, they who both fiſh and plant, 
neede carric no more men then they doe 
which goc to hſh onely. For example : a 
Shippe or Barque which uſuaty doth carrie 
thither foure and thirtie men,doth not make 
uſe of above twentie of them for ſayling 
of the ſame Shippe; ſo that the other foure- 
reene ſerve fornothing but building of ſtages, 
barrelling and falting of fiſh , and other the. 
like land imployments : inſomuch that both 
in going thither and returning back , they are 
but needlefle and unprofitable feeders. Now 
theſe being left there, the charge of tranſpor- 
ting. and feeding them is not anely ſaved; . 
- but che ſhip ( which before was cumbred 

_ vrith.

with them and their proviſions) is, by this 
meanes, become more capable of any maner 
of fraight. . pd 
Next, they ( who plant aſwell as fiſh) en- 
danger not their ſhippes, in ſetting out too 
early in the yeare, nor conſume ſo much 
victualls , as they that goe onely to fiſh, doe, 
. for no other end , but that thereby they 
may get the better choyle of harbours and 
ſtages. 
Thirdly , they ſhall have their ſtages, 
houſes, and boats kept ſafely in their abſence, 
whereas thoſe who goe for nothing bur to 
fiſh, are at the lealt rwyentie dayes in building 
of new ſt-ges : Iikewile their Boats are of- 
tentimes ſpiir, and moſt yeares many a hun- 
dred pounds worth of fiſh ſpoyled meerely 
for wanc of houſes and convenientplaces to 
| put it in. H 
| Fourthly, thePlanters, by fiſhing in thoſe 
times the ſhips are abſent, may continually 
provide their lading againſt their comming ; 
whereby they may, with eaſe, make three

The Neceſs. Now concerning the- Neceſsitie of this 
tieof ths 1mployment, and the like, there are two 
—_—_—_ principall inducements : the one whereof, 
is the decay of Trade , the other, the 0- 
ver-aboundance of people. "The decay of 
Trade is fo apparant , and the remedies - 
thereof ſo hopeleſle , conlidering the warres 
choroughout Chriſtendome ;, as theſe times 
doe fitly ſeeme to paralell the dayes of king 
E Þ vv a Þthefixt, wherein ſuch difficultie 
was then found in everie place for the 
* venting of the Engliſh cloathes, as by an 
Order of State it was decreed that ſhippes 
ſhould bee ſent forth under the conduct of 
Str Hugh VV illouzbby and Richard (hancel- 
toy, for the diſcoverie of nevy countries , ly- 
Il  tng towards the Northeaſt, whereby the 
commodities of England might that way 
bee diſperſed : which deſigne ſucceeded fo 
happily, that although Sir Hugh "Tent 
þdig Ws oſt 
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loit his life in the action, yet Richard Chan- 
celloy proceeded ſo fortunately and profpe- 
rouſly on his voyage, that in the end he dilco- 
vered a paſſage by Sea unto the vaſt domini- 
ons of, the Emperour of Raſa, which for 
that timEſupplied the former defect of trade, 
by venting great quantities of Engliſh wares, 
namely Cloath, Tinne, and Leade, into thoſe 
countries. This trade being now in a maner 

| decayed and loſt , may with as great reaſon 
and probabilitie , bee renued by new diſco- 
veries made towards the North-weſt. For, 
omitting that the Savages ( which inhabite 
_ uponthefirme land of AMER1c a) when 
they come to have bur a taſte of civilitie, will 
make wonderfull account of our garments 
and apparell, as well for the diverſitie of the 
colours, wherein they are exceedingly deligh- 
ted, as for the neceſsitie of covering , elpe- 

. cially in thoſe Northerly Regions : yet in an- 
| other reſpect it may bee effected, and that 
is by the diſcoveric of the North-welt paſ- 
fage (whereof there is great "ago! leading in- 
to China , Japan, and other rich countries of 
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. eo Diſcmſeof 

Which paſſage, as it hath beene often 
attempted by the Engliſh Nation, yet ne- 
ver with ſuch encouragement of {ucceſle 
as of late yeares , ſo the countrey of News 
foundland , lying in lefle then ſixe dayes faile 
from the entrance into the ſaid paſſage, 
may ſerve as a ſingular inſtrument for rhe 
accompliſhing of ſo glorious an enterpriſe, 
which ( according to the opinion of Bab- 
tiſta Ramuſius, and other learned men ) hath 
hitherto beene reſerved for ſome renow- 
med Prince, or worthie man , whereby hee 
might make himlelfe rich, and the world 


happie. 


Moreover , the people in theſe parts be- 
ing encreaſed to ſuch exceſsive numbers , 
as the land ſeemes alreadie to groane un- 
der the multitude of the inhabitants ; the 
disburthening of them at home, and the. 
multiplying of them abroade, were , with- 
out al ui. al , aworke of great deſert, and 
worthie the undertaking : - for as much as 
by this meanes fo manie reall and royall ef- 
fects may bee produced , that is to ay, the 
Chriſtian Religion propagated , his Majeſties |
